The Bourbon Fair. 

Under the most favoraole auspices 
the sixty-fourth annual exhibit of the 
Bourbon County ^Agricultural Society 
opened Tuesday. The crowd on the 
opening day, which was designated as 
children’s and pony oay, was the larg- 
est in the history of the society for 
the first day. 

The day being set aside principally 
for the exhibition of ponies, no less 
than one thousand children were pres- 
ent to the exhibit.

The surprise of the day came when 
the undefeated Edna Mae, driven to 
harness by Mr. Matt Cohen of Lexing- 
ton, went down in defeat before the 
great harness mare, Kate Hamilton, 
owned and driven by Mr. J. R. Fagan 
of Brooksville. The contest was a 
spirited one and both enrties never 
showed up better. Mr. S. C. Carpen- 
ter of Millersburg was the judge. 

The contest for the handsomest boy 
baby under eighteen months of age at- 
tracted much interest and had four en- 
tries, Master Ben Woodford Wornall, 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. Wm.

“A Million for Tuberculosis." 

Arrangements for the sa'le of tne 
C oss Christmas Seals for 1910 have 
been announced in a bulletin issued by 
the National Association fer the studv 
of Prevention of Tuberculosis and the 
American Red Cross “A Millitn for 
Tuberculosis” will be the slogan of 
the 1910 campaign. 

| Two feature., ot the sale this year 
are unique and will bring considerable 
capital to the tuberculosis fighters. 
The American National Red Cross is 
to issues the stamps as in former 
years, but this organization will work 
in close co-operation with the Nation- 
al Association for the Study and Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis, which body 
will share in the proceeds of the sales. 
The charge to local associtions for the 
use of the national stamps have been 
reducedjalso from 20 per cent to 12J 
per cents, which will mean at least 
$50,000 more for tuberculosis work in 
all parts of the United States. 

The stamps are to be designated as 
‘‘Red Cross Seals” this year and are 
to be placed on the back of letters 
instead of on the front. 

The National Conference of Tuber- 
culosis Secretaries fthrough its Presi- 
dent, Mr. John Kingsbury, of New 
York, has issued a letter calling upon 
all State and local anti-tuberculosis 
associations to unite with the National 
Association for the Study and ^Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis and the Red Cross 
Society in the sale of Christmas seals 
and the determination of tuberculoiss. 
Every effort will be made to discour- 
age the use of local stamps and to en- 
courage the distribution of the nation- 
al stickers.
